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NEW YORK - Baseball 
players urged that Marvin 
Miller be put in the Hall of 
Fame as they spoke Mon¬ 
day night during a memo¬ 
rial for the union leader. 

In an auditorium filled 
with Hall of Famers, doz¬ 
ens of retired and current 
players, baseball officials, 
agents and labor lawyers, 
13 speakers praised the 
former baseball union 
head, who helped play¬ 
ers gain free agency in the 
1970s and created the path 
to multimillion-dollar sala¬ 
ries. Miller died in Novem¬ 
ber at 95. "It is a travesty he 
is not in the Hall of Fame," 
former major league player 
and manager Buck Mar¬ 
tinez said during the two- 
hour program. 

Miller has been turned 
down five times by various 
Hall of Fame committees 
that considered baseball 
executives. 

Jim Bouton, who entered 
the majors in 1962, was 
critical that Bowie Kuhn, 
baseball's commissioner 
from 1969-84, is in the Hall 


but Miller has been kept 
out. 

"All those policies were 
not Bowie Kuhn's policies. 
In fact they were all Mar¬ 
vin's policies because Mar¬ 
vin won every battle he had 
with Bowie Kuhn," Bouton 
said. "I think Bowie Kuhn 
was 0 for 67." 

Miller is next eligible to 
appear on a Hall ballot this 
December. 

Hall of Famers Dave 
Winfield and Joe Morgan 
were among those who 
spoke before a crowd of 
about 450 at New York 
University School of Law's 
Tishman Auditorium. Reg¬ 
gie Jackson, Keith Her¬ 
nandez, Steve Garvey, Ted 
Sizemore and David Cone 
were among the approxi¬ 
mately three dozen former 
players in the audience. 

Major League Baseball 
was represented by ex¬ 
ecutive vice president Rob 
Manfred and senior vice 
presidents Katy Feeney 
and Phyllis Merhige. Also 
attending were George Co¬ 
hen, director of the Federal 


Mediation and Conciliation 
Service; Toru Matsubara, 
executive director of Ja¬ 
pan's players' association; 
and Miller's children, Su¬ 
san and Peter. 

Winfield, who used free 
agency to sign a record- 
breaking contract after the 
1980 season, said Miller 
taught him life lessons he 
still thinks of. Winfield ad¬ 
dressed the five active 
players in the audience: 
Andrew Bailey, Bill Bray, 
Craig Breslow, Adam Otta- 
vino and Micah Owings. 

"Anything you do in life, 
know where you've come 
from, where you are and 
where you're going, and 
Marvin was able to share 
that with us," Winfield said. 
"Know the history of the 
players' association. Know 
how you got to where you 
are today." A former econo¬ 
mist for the United Steel¬ 
workers Union, Miller spent 
I6V2 years as executive di¬ 
rector of the Major League 
Players Association, start¬ 
ing in 1966. 

During Miller's tenure, 


the average major league 
salary increased from 
$19,000 to $241,000. It 
was $3.2 million last year. 
Players remembered his 
soft-spokeness, how when 
speaking on the field dur¬ 
ing spring training he kept 
lowering his voice to force 
players to crane their necks 
to hear. "Every time some¬ 
body signs one of these 
wonderful contracts, and 
there are so many of them 
out there, I think before 
they get the first check they 
should have to write an es¬ 
say on Marvin Miller," said 
Rusty Staub, a big leaguer 
from 1963-85. 

Current union head Mi¬ 
chael Weiner hosted the 
tribute, which included 
video clips taped in 2010 
of Miller reminiscing. Play¬ 
ers spoke in order of when 
they made their big league 
debuts. 

"We could have 
searched 100 years and 
wouldn't have found a more 
perfect person for our situ¬ 
ation," said Morgan, a Hall 
of Fame second baseman 


who played in the majors 
from 1963-84. 

Donald Fehr, who served 
as Miller's general counsel 
from 1977-82 and then 
headed the union from 
1983-09, said he could 
read Miller's mood by what 
drink he ordered at lunch: a 
Tom Collins signaled a hap¬ 
py mood, a martini meant 
he was perplexed and Old 
Grand-Dad Bourbon was a 
sign of problems. 

"The reason I think he 
is remembered as he is, is 
that the baseball players' 
association became a sym¬ 
bol, it became a symbol of 
what a union could be if it 
was run right," said Fehr, 
current head of the NHL 
players' union. 

Martinez talked about a 
telephone call he received 
from former Oakland Ath¬ 
letics owner Charlie Finley 
during the 1985 labor ne¬ 
gotiations. 

"You tell Marvin to stick 
by his guns," Martinez re¬ 
called Finley saying. "You 
guys are doing the right 
thing." 
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Pau Gasol to be reserve for Lakers 



CHICAGO - Pau Gasol 
went back to the bench and 
will stay there for the fore¬ 
seeable future. 

Despite Gasol scoring a 
season-high 25 points on 
10-for-15 shooting in the 
Los Angeles Lakers' 108- 
103 loss to the Toronto 
Raptors on Sunday, Lakers 
coach Mike D'Antoni said 
the team will be best served 
with Gasol as a substitute. 

"We got to go small," 
D'Antoni said before the 
Lakers played the Chicago 
Bulls on Monday. "That's 
just the way it is. It's after he 
had a great game - it's not 
him. I talked to him about it 
and he understands where 
we have to go and we got 
to do it. 

"He's going to come in 
off the bench at the five pri¬ 
marily and if we can sneak 
some minutes in with (Ga¬ 
sol and Dwight Howard) 
both together, good. If we 
can't, we can't. But, we just 
have to do that as a team." 

"I'm not excited about it," 
Gasol said after the Lak¬ 
ers' 95-83 loss to the Bulls. 
"It's not something that I've 
ever been coming off the 
bench. But right now I'm 
more worried about us as 
a team and us struggling, 
so it would be selfish of me 
talking about how I feel of 
something in particular." 

Gasol finished with 15 
points and 12 rebounds in 
26 minutes off the bench. 

"He played better than 
when he played in the start¬ 
ing lineup," Kobe Bryant 
said. "He was in the post 
and was more free and 
has more command in the 
paint. As long as it works. 
We may have to iron that 
out. I don't know." 

Gasol was asked if the 
bench role would have any 
reflection on his future in 
L.A. 


"I have no idea. I can't re¬ 
ally worry too much about 
something that is out of my 
hands, so, I'm just going to 
no matter what stay posi¬ 
tive and do my best. Like I 
said, it's not something that 
I'm too thrilled about." 

Gasol said D'Antoni 
spoke to him about the 
lineup change Monday 
morning. 

"I wasn't expecting it," 
Gasol said when asked 
about the timing of the 
switch. 

Earl Clark, who went from 
being buried in D'Antoni's 
rotation to putting up three 
double-doubles in his last 
six games once injuries to 
Howard (shoulder), Gasol 
(concussion) andJordan 
Hill (hip) opened up playing 
time for the fourth-year for¬ 
ward, started at power for¬ 
ward against Chicago and 
finished with 12 points and 
eight rebounds. 

Gasol, averaging career 
lows in points (12.6 per 
game) and field goal per¬ 
centage (43.2 percent) in 
his 12th season, balked at 
the idea of coming off the 
bench when D'Antoni float¬ 
ed it in the press last week. 

"I've never come off 
the bench in my career," 
said Gasol last week, who 
started his first 345 games 
as a Laker and 816 of 823 
games in his 12-year ca¬ 
reer coming into Monday. 
"(The Miami loss) was my 
first game off the bench 
with the Lakers, maybe a 
couple other games due 
to injuries, but that's it. I've 
been a starter my entire ca¬ 
reer. I've been a star starter 
my entire career, so I want 
to continue to be a star 
starter." 

Gasol didn't indicate af¬ 
ter Monday's loss that he 
wanted to be traded, say¬ 
ing, "I want this to work 


for us. I feel like I'm a part 
of this team, a part of this 
franchise. I'd love to play 
here for as many years as 
possible because I identify 
myself with the team and I 
want it to work." 

D'Antoni said he wasn't 
sure if he "sold" Gasol 
on the lineup change be¬ 
fore implementing it, but 
stressed that it was a deci¬ 
sion based on changing the 
Lakers' style of play rather 
than an indictment on the 
former four-time All-Star. 

"He's one of the top cen¬ 
ters, so it's not anything 
against him," D'Antoni 
said. "It's better for us right 
now to do this and have 
this identity and try to work 
through it and see what we 
can do. Things do change 
and things do happen. I 
don't know. I can't see the 
future. But, we're ready to 
go forward like this." 

D'Antoni indicated that 
it will be rare to see Gasol 
and Howard on the court 
together with the new rota¬ 
tion. 


"Right now, we're bet¬ 
ter when we're small," 
D'Antoni said. "So, it's hard 
during a game to say, 'OK, 
now we're better when 
we're big.' It's hard to do 
that. You have to have an 
identity. We got to create 
the identity and we have 
to be able to play that way 
and there will be ebbs and 
flows of the game ... 

"There will be times out 
there that we lose and we 
get beat because we don't 
have enough height, but 
you can't keep going back 
and forth and guessing and 
hoping. We are going to be 
who we are and we're going 
to play a certain way and I 
hope that's good enough." 

Meanwhile, the league's 
decision on Monday to re¬ 
scind the second technical 
foul that Howard picked 
up Sunday that resulted 
in his ejection in the first 
half against Toronto wasn't 
good enough for the Lak¬ 
ers' star center. 

"Too little, too late," How¬ 
ard said before the Bulls 


game. 

Howard picked up his 
second technical foul of the 
game with 1:18 remaining 
in the second quarter when 
he and Toronto's Alan An¬ 
derson were assessed a 
double technical foul after 
getting tangled up following 
a Metta World Peace free 
throw that cut the Raptors' 
lead to 48-44. 

"I think we get to play the 
second half (against Toron¬ 
to) over," D'Antoni joked. "I 
think that comes with it." 

D'Antoni did not pile on 
to referee Eli Roe for mak¬ 
ing the call that was over¬ 
turned by the league. 

"It happens," D'Antoni 
said. "It's one of those 
things that I think (Roe) 
forgot he had one (techni¬ 
cal). It was just one quick, 
'OK, let's settle this down.' 
It happens sometimes." 

Howard now has five 
technical fouls for the year. 
If his total reaches 16 on 
the season, it will result in 
an automatic one-game 
suspension for Howard. 
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Tim Brown calls out 


Bill Callahan 



According to receiver 
Tim Brown, Jon Gruden's 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
thrashed the Raiders 48-21 
in Super Bowl XXXVII be¬ 
cause Oakland was "sabo¬ 
taged" by Bill Callahan, 
the team's head coach at 
the time, who changed the 
game plan at the last min¬ 
ute. 

Brown's comments to 
SiriusXM NFL Radio on 
Saturday were earlier re¬ 
ported byProFootballTalk. 
com, which was provided 
audio of his remarks. 

Brown said that when 
the Raiders got the game 
plan on the Monday before 
the Super Bowl, it was a 
run-heavy attack taking ad¬ 
vantage of Oakland's size 
advantage on the offen¬ 
sive line. However, Brown 
said Callahan scrapped the 
plan on Friday to the shock 
of the team. 

"We all called it sabotage 
... because Callahan and 
Gruden were good friends. 
And Callahan had a big 
problem with the Raiders, 
you know, hated the Raid¬ 
ers. You know, only came 
because Gruden made him 
come. Literally walked off 
the field on us a couple of 
times during the season 
when he first got there, the 
first couple years." 

Gruden had been the 
head coach of the Raid¬ 
ers from 1998-2001, and 
Callahan was his offensive 
coordinator. When Gruden 
moved on to Tampa for the 
2002 season, Callahan was 
made head coach, and the 
two wound up in the Super 
Bowl against each other. 

Brown tried to backtrack 
some from the word "sabo¬ 
tage" Tuesday in an inter¬ 
view with "The Ben and 
Skin Show" on 103.3 ESPN 
Radio in Dallas but still im¬ 
plied the facts of the situa¬ 
tion leave many questions 


about Callahan's loyalty at 
the time to the Raiders. 

"I don't think he would 
have sabotaged the Su¬ 
per Bowl but & this is the 
problem we have, because 
of his relationship with 
Gruden, because of his 
disdain for the Raider orga¬ 
nization, that s what makes 
people get to that conclu¬ 
sion," Brown said Tuesday. 

Brown said "sabotage" 
was the word that was 
thrown around the Raiders' 
locker room. 

This isn't the first time 
Brown has made these ac¬ 
cusations against Callah¬ 
an. The receiver also made 
these claims four years ago 
on the morning of the Su¬ 
per Bowl. 

"I've been talking about 
this for 10 years," Brown 
said in his interview with 
103.3 ESPN Radio in Dal¬ 
las. Brown stressed that he 
was expressing his opinion 
and had no proof that Cal¬ 
lahan intentionally doomed 
his own team. 

"You know, can you real¬ 
ly say that? That can be my 
opinion, but I can't say for 
a fact that that's what his 
plan was, to sabotage the 
Super Bowl," Brown said. 
"He hated the Raiders so 
much that he would sabo¬ 
tage the Super Bowl so his 
friend can win the Super 
Bowl. That's hard to say, 
because you can't prove it. 

"But the facts are what 
they are, that less than 36 
hours before the game we 
changed our game plan. 
And we go into that game 
absolutely knowing that we 
have no shot. That the only 
shot we had if Tampa Bay 
didn't show up," he said. 

Brown said center Barret 
Robbins, who disappeared 
from the team in the days 
before the game and did 
not play, begged Callahan 
not to change the game 


plan. 

"Barret Robbins begged 
Coach Callahan, 'Do not 
do this to me. I don't have 
time to make my calls, to 
get my calls ready. You 
can't do this to me on Fri¬ 
day. We haven't practiced 
full speed, we can't get this 
done,"' Brown said. 

Brown wouldn't correlate 
Robbins' absence from the 
team with Callahan's deci¬ 
sion, however. 

"I'm not saying one had 
anything to do with the oth¬ 
er. All I'm saying is those are 
the facts of what happened 
Super Bowl week. So our 
ire wasn't towards Barret 
Robbins, it was towards Bill 
Callahan. Because we feel 
as if he wouldn't have did 
what he did, then Barret 
wouldn't have done what 
he did," Brown said. 

Brown said "everybody 
knew Barret was unsta¬ 
ble anyway" but the team 
couldn't fathom Callahan 
would change plans at the 
last minute. 

"So to put him in that 
situation - not that he was 
putting him in that situation 
-- but for that decision to 
be made without consult¬ 
ing the players the Friday 
before the Super Bowl? 
I played 27 years of foot¬ 
ball. The coaches never 
changed the game plan the 
Friday before the game. 

"I'm not trying to point 
fingers at anybody here, all 
I'm saying is those are the 
facts of what happened. So 
people look at Barret and 
they say all these things, 
but every player in that 
locker room will tell you, 
'You'd better talk to Bill Cal¬ 
lahan.' Because if not for 
Coach Callahan, I don't 
think we're in that situa¬ 
tion," he said. 

Brown said in his inter¬ 
view with 103.3 ESPN Ra¬ 
dio in Dallas that he made 


his comments, not to dis¬ 
parage Callahan, but to de¬ 
fend Robbins. 

Jon Ritchie, the starting 
fullback for the Raiders in 
that game and a former 
ESPN NFL analyst told 
ESPN senior NFL analyst 
Chris Mortensen in a text 
that he agrees with Brown's 
comments. 

"I've said it for years. 
What we practiced heavily 
during the week is not what 
we ran in that game. Could 
have been due to Barrett's 
absence. It was never ex¬ 
plained to me. I believe I 
said it on the record every 
year we talked about the 
Super Bowl (when he was 
with ESPN for four years). 
I always thought it would 
get sensational like this," 
Ritchie wrote in the text. 

However, another for¬ 
mer Raiders offensive 
player who didn't want to 
be named, disagreed with 
Brown. 

"No, he (Tim) isn't right. 
While there was always 
dysfunction, that didn't 
happen. If anything Bill 
wanted to kick Jon's a-. 


Nobody would do that. Bru¬ 
tal. We got out-played and 
out-coached. Period," the 
former player wrote in the 
text to ESPN. 

Running back Zack 
Crockett, who also was on 
that Raiders team and is 
now a scout for the team, 
said he thought Callahan 
changed the game plan 
only because of Robbins' 
disappearance. 

"He may have known 
something we didn't know," 
Crockett told ESPN Radio's 
"Mike & Mike in the Morn¬ 
ing" of Brown. 

Crockett said "everybody 
was in shock" when Rob¬ 
bins left the team because 
he made all the offensive 
calls. He agrees with Brown 
that "with the offensive line 
we had, it was going to be a 
downhill game" if the origi¬ 
nal game plan was used. 

Oakland rushed the ball 
only 11 times in the Su¬ 
per Bowl loss to the Buc¬ 
caneers, and two of those 
attempts were by quarter¬ 
back Rich Gannon. Gan¬ 
non attempted 44 passes 
in the loss.
